Anti-Foreign Party Reported to 


Have the Upper Hand of 


Affairs at Pekin. 


PRO-FOREIGN VICEROY IS SLAIN 


London, Aug. 6,—The anti-foreign 


party again has the upper hand at 
Pekin. According to reports emerg- 
ing from Li Hung Chang's lodgings 
at Shanghai his baggage is packed 
preparatory to his departure for Pe- 
kin, but, it is added, he has applied 
to the throne for twenty days' sick 
leave. Li Hung. Chang claims that 
his representations to the Yang-Tse 
viceroys and Taotai Sheng will be de- 
nounced by Li Ping Hong, because 
they are friendly to the foreigners, 


A news agency dispatch 
from 


Shanghai, dated today (August 6) 
says it is rumored that the powerful 
viceroy Yuan Shi Kai, governor of 
Shan-Tung, 
who 
disapproved of 


Prince Tuan, has been killed. 


Correspondents at Tien Tsin are 


unable to get anything fresh, though 
a dispatch from Shanghai, dated Au- 
gust 6, avers that the allies are mak- 
ing slow progress towards Pekin, on 
account of differences of opinion 
among the generals. 


The American, British and Japr 


anese commanders favor one plan, 
this dispatch affirms, and the Rus- 
sians, French and Germans favor an- 
other plan. Prince Tuan, it is added, 
seeks to inspirit his army by proc- 
lamation, ordering every foot of the 
road from Tien Tsin to Pekin to be 
disputed. 


All the Chinees troops have recent- 


ly been paid in full and troops, money 
and supplies are going to Pekin from 
the southern provinces. 


It is deemed quite probable by mil- 


itary men in London that the Chi- 
nese will make a fierce fight at Pekin, 
on a much greater scale than during 
the defense of Tien Tsin. 


A dispatch received at the war 


office in St. Petersburg from General 
Grodekoff, dated Khalsarvosk, Au- 
gust 4, says two squadrons recon- 
noitering near Tech engaged 1,000 
Chinese with two guns and 250 cav- 
alry. 


After a stubborn fight the Russians 


were reinforced by another squadron 
with two guns and defeated the Chi- 
nese, killing 200. The Russian loss 
was eight men killed and eight 
wounded. 


This dispatch adds that the battle 


around Aigun was continued August 
3, the Cossacks losing six men killed 
and twenty-five wounded, and driv- 
ing back the Chinese, killing 200 and 
capturing two guns and two flags, 
An inscription on one of the flags 
read: 


"The people of the large fist/' 
Aigun, when the dispatch was sent, 


was burning. Other dispatches re- 
port Russian successes near Port Ar- 
thur*

taining the names of several hundred 
anarchist sympathizers were secured 
by the police* 


The cases of the five alleged an- 


archists, including Mrs. Lucy Par- 
sons, Clement Pfeutser and Abram 
Edstdat, wha were arrested yester- 
day on West Twelfth street during a 
riot caused by the suppression by 
the police of an attempted meeting 
to rejoice over the * assassination of 
the king of Italy, were postponed 
until Saturday after considerable 
testimony had been heard.

Parsons announced her intention to 
fight her case to the end.

arrested were released on bonds.

Cjiicago, Aug. 6.—An anarchist riot 


occurred yesterday afternoon at the 
corner of Halstead and 
Twelfth 


streets, in which twenty-five people 
were bruised in a struggle with forty- 
five police, summoned to quell the 
disturbance. Five persons were ar- 
rested, among them being Mrs. Lucy 
R. Parsons, widow of Albert R. Par- 
sons, who was executed November 11, 
1887, in Chicago, for aiding 
and 


abetting the bomb throwing in the 
Haynrnrket riot. 
She was charged 


with disorderly conduct, obstructing 
the street and resisting an 
officer. 


Her bail was fixed at $1,100. 


The others arrested 
were: 
Paul 


Vandree, charged with distributing 
incendiary literature; bail fixed at 
$2,000; Clement Pfuetzi\er, charged 
with assault, disorderly conduct and 
obstructing the street; Herman Good- 
man, charged with distributing in- 
cendiary 
literature; 
bail fixed at 


$2,000; Abraham Edelstadt, charged 
with disorderly conduct, obstructing 
the streets and resisting an oftlcer; 
released on $1,100 bonds. 


A mass meeting had been called at 


West Side Turner hall, 
at which 


speeches were to be made by Mrs. 
Parsons and others on the 
topic, 


'The Execution of the King of Italy." 
The call concluded, "workmen, come 
in crowds and show that the feeling 
of brotherhood is strong among you." 


Mrs. Parsons was on her way to 


the hall, but finding it had been 
closed by the police, she stepped into 
a doorway across the street. Soon a 
crowd formed and a police 
officer, 


pushing his way through the throng, 
caught a glimpse of Mrs. Parsons. 
Thinking she was making an an- 
archist speech, he endeavored to dis- 
perse the crowd. His efforts were in 
vain and the officer sent in a call for 
reinforcements* 


Additional officers arrived and im<

Washington Aug. 6.—Interest in 


the Chinese situation, was intensified 
this morning by the "eceipt of two 
dispatches from naval officers at Che 
Foo, 
repeating unofficial but appar- 


ently ' reliable reports of active and 
extensive hostilities between the al- 
lied forces and the Chinese on the 
line between Tien Tsin and Pekin. 


The dispatches indicate unmistak- 


ably that the 
relief column has 


started in earnest and that it is 
meeting with determined opposition. 


Although neither of the naval dis- 


patches mention the 
presence of 


American troops in the reported en- 
gagement it is generally assumed at 
the war department that at least a 
part of General Chaffee's small army 
was on hand and took an active and 
aggressive part in the affair. 


According to the, information in 


possession of the war department the 
town of Peit Sang lies at the head 
of the tide water on the Pel Ho, be- 
tween eleven and twelve miles by 
road beyond the Tien Tsin. 
It is a 


village of mud huts, of considerable 
size, but not walled. 


The river at this point is not 


navigable by anything larger than 
a good sized steam launch and it is 
thought that the troops probably 
reached there in small boats, towed 
by the naval launches. 


The country all along the river be- 


tween Pekin and Tien Tsin is a low, 
alluvial plain, almost impassable 
for wheeled vehicles in the wet sea- 
son and under quite a high state of 
cultivation. 
It presents no natural 


defensive features and the war de- 
partment knows no stragetic reason 
why the Chinese should have made 
a stand there rather than at any 
other of the dozen villages east of 
the walled 
town of Tung-Chow, 


where is stored an immense amount 
of provisions upon which the city 
of Pekin would have to depend in 
case of siege. 


Prom the fact that the engage- 


ment lasted seven and a half hours 
it is argued in the department either 
that the Chinese mu»t have been 
heavily entrenched or that there 
was an immense horde of them to 
so stubbornly contest the advance of 
the 16,000 international troops. 


It is figured by military experts 


that a loss of 1,200 killed and 
wounded on the part of the allies 
probably means a loss of from three 
to six times as many by the Chinese. 


It is possible that a blow of this 


magnitude may check the insistence 
of the Chinese to the advance of the 
foreign column, Amt on the other 
hand it is possible that this may be 
one of a large number o£ places on 
the road that have been intrenched 
with a view to falling back and con- 
testing the foreign advance so as 
to delay as long as possible the ar- 
rival of the foreigners at Pekin. 


Unless the opposition suddenly 


breaks down the military experts 
look for a desperate engagement 
when the troops reach the walled 
city of Tung Chow, which is said to 
be even more favorably located for 
purposes of defense than was Tien 
tsin. 


The position of the United States 


diplomatically remain* unchanged* 
This government will not consent to 
the removal of the^jpjttisiers and 


tion in plain language alone, but in- 
sists that cipher messages must pass 
freely between Minister Conger and 
our state department.

now. 


It is stated that if all the interna- 


tional forces in the vicinity of Taku 
can be landed 
and the supplies 


brought up, there is sufficient force 
to overcome any army which the 
Chinese may bring forward to pre- 
vent the inarch on Pekin.

San Juan, Porto Rico, Aug. 1.—To- 


day marks the beginning of a general 
raising of prices throughout the is- 
land, caused by a misunderstanding 
of the exchange of currency. 


Until a week ago it was widely 


known that after August 1 no more 
Porto Rican silver would be ex- 
changed, but the notice of the in- 
definite extension of time was pub* 
lished far and wide. Still 'the idea 
prevails that hereafter the peso will 
be of no value* Yesterday the banks 
were crowded after hours. Through 
a combination of the traders through* 
out the island foodstuffs and other 
necessities rise in price. 


With a very large number it was 


moving day—a day for flitting fiom 
excessively increased rents to cheaper 
lodgings. It was also a day on which 
money that usually bought breakfast 
and dinner, bought breakfast alone. 
Eggs that heretofore were bought for 
two or three* centavos, cost ten centa- 
vos; the carbon for boiling these 
eggs, instead of costing ten centavos, 
cost twenty-five centavos. The cost 
of every other article of food was 
raised in about the same proportion. 


The wail of complaint was general. 


Houses which have rented for 50 
pesos ($30) are now supposed to 
bring $50. Furnished rooms at 10 
pesos ($6) now bring $10, The la- 
borer who has been getting a peso a 
day (sixty cents) now demands $1.00. 


It was commonly reported that all 


laborers were to strike today for the 
same amount in American money for- 
merly paid them in pesos. This raise 
in pt ices is the result of a gradual in- 
crease, a centavo.or so at a time, com- 
menced a month ago. It is evident 
that a combination exists, as the pro- 
prietors of stalls at the market were 
asking the same prices, and the in- 
crease is uniform about town among 
the stores selling staples*

where purchasers were told tha 
commencing with today all prices 
will be in American money. 


According to telegrams leceived in

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN ELEC-

Sydney Brooks, in Harper's Maga- 


zine, makes an interesting comment 
on election methods in this country 
as contrasted with those in England.

lishman, but he makes the following 
strong statement: 


Wherever I have traveled, along 


the Atlantic seaboard or two thous- 
and miles inland, there were the 
same signs of tumultuous anxiety, 
hope, fear and 
earnestness 
that) 


marked the home-rule 
crisis 
in 


England twelve 
years 
ago—the 


same excitability, but not the same 
disorderliness. I do not know pre- 
cisely how many meetings were 
broken up, how many platforms 
stormed, speakers 
howled down, 


and heads broken before the Irish 
question was settled. These argu- 
ments were so common as to be al- 
most 
tiresome. Certainly, 
there 


was nothing- like the diffused mod- 
eration of behavior that obtained 
everywhere in in America in 1896. 
W.hen Mr. Gladstones conversion to 
the nationalist 
cause was made 


known, there wab a very consid- 
erable "enemy's country" in which 
even his age and career would not 
have saved him from insult, and 
possibly not from mobbing. 
Mr. 


Bryan was as safe from anything 
of the kind in New York, which 
did not believe in him, as in the 
far west, which talked and thought 
of him as a second Messiah. If I 
remember rightly, 
he was only 


once interfered with on his eastern 
tour. Some Yale boys foregathered 
at a meeting in New Haven and 
successfully competed even 
with 


his resonant voice. Nothing- was 
more 
remarkable to an English- 


man, even in that remarkable cam- 
paign, than the instant condemna- 
tion of these frolicsome undergrad- 
uates by public opinion everywhere 
and by newspapers of every class 
and of eveiy shade 
of 
political 


sympathy. In England the affair 
would have been laughed nt and 
forgotten 
within 
twenty-four 


hours. 
It is to be hoped that this modera- 


tion of behavior in America will con- 
tinue to the end of time, for if there 
is any one place 
where 
business 


should be conducted in a decent and 
dignified manner, it is a meeting for 
serious political purposes. Naturally, 
in times of strong partisan excite- 
ment, there will be more or less con- 
fusion and disorder, but there is no 
excuse for wanton disrespect to any 
candidate or speaker. 
Mr. Brooks' 


statements sound as if a certain kind 


of mob rule were prevalent at times 
in England, and there is absolutely 
nothing in the principle of mob rule 
which is not mischievous.

GREAT LUMBER FIRE. 


Ashland, Wis,, Aug. 6.—Nearly 
1,000,000 worth of 
lumber was 


burned in Barker & Stewart's and 
the Keystone 
Lumber 
company's 


yards at Ashland Saturday after- 
noon. 
About 50,000,000 feet of 


lumber was burned, and two of the 
Keystone company's tramways and 
four out of five of the Barker & 
Stewart tramways were burned to 
the water's edge with all their lum- 
ber. 
The fire started in the Barker 


& Stewart yards at 1 p. m., jumped 
a quarter of a mile to the Keystone 
yards, setting fire to the west tram- 
way, 
leaped over the middle tram- 


way, which did not burn, and caught 
on the east tramway.

leaped across the slip to the lime, 
salt and cement dock, destroying the 
warehouse, containing several thou- 
sand dollars* worth of merchandise, 
and burning a quarter of a mile of 
dock and railway track.

Execute Laws. 


Manila, Aug. 6.—On September 1 


the commission headed by Judge 
Taft will 7>ecome the legislative body 
of the Pmuppmes, with power to 
take and appropriate insular moneys, 
to establish judicial and educational 
systems', and to make and pass all 
laws. 


No money will be permitted to be 


drawn from the insular funds except 
by authorization of the committee. 
Judge Taft and his colleagues will 
also exercise certain executive func- 
tions. 
For instance, they will ap- 


point judges, officials in the educa- 
tional department, and 
officers of 


municipalities which the commission 
establish pending elections. 


General MacArthur will be the 


executive head to enforce the laws of 
the commission, and he will conduqt 
the government in accordance with 
the same until the commission rec- 
ommends to President McKinley the 
appointment of a civil governor. 


The only three banks in Manila 


have formed a ring to reduce arbi- 
trarily and without justification the 
rate of exchange for American gold. 
This has caused widespread indig- 
nation and many difficulties for com- 
merce and minor business. 
The 


banks, however, are obdurate.

Nozaledas 
and other ecclesiastics, preparatory 
to the time when it will be neces- 
sary to take definite action regard- 
ing the affairs of the friars and the 
church* 


It appears that the real estate 


holdings of the friars are smaller 
than had been expected. 


EIGHT HOUR DAY DENIED. 


San Francisco, Aug. 6.—In all the 


planing mills of San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Berkeley, Haywards, San Jose, 
and Santa Clara, there will be post- 
ed today a notice by forty-seven 
planing mill owners to the effect that 
the demand of the. mill hands for a 
labor day of eight hours will be de- 
nied. 
The resolution of the mill 


hands to work only eight hours a 
day is to go into effect on August 
13. 
Wood workers are now putting 


in in many of the mills, nine hours 
a day and in others ten hours a day.

of Sheriff Freeman are scouring the 
country iu

neighborhood of 


Hugo, Col., in search of the two 
men who robbed a number of pas- 
sengers on the Union Pacific west- 
bound express early Sunday morn- 
ing and killed William J. Fay, of 
Anaheim, Cal., who resisted them. 


The robbers escaped on two horses, 


which they had hitched near Bag- 
dad. 
The officers lost the trail last 


night, but hope to recover it today. 
A reward of $1,000 each for the 
capture of the men, dead or alive, 
has been offered. 


The robbers boarded the train at a 


way station eighty miles east of 
Denver. 
While it was running at 


a high rate of speed they force an 
entrance to the passenger coaches, 
covered the 
conductor with re- 


volvers, awakened the passengers 
one at a time and relieved them of 
their property. 
The conductor, who 


was compelled to hold a bag while 
the robbers relieved the passengers, 
lost his watch and asked that it be 
returned to him in order that he 
might run his train on time. 
The 


robbers gave it back.

•oing on, he attempted to take a re* 
olver from his valise, but the taller 
f the robbers shot him.

et entered the aged passenger's 
louth, passing through the back of 
is headland killing him instantly.

The robbers worked systematically 
nd with considerable success. One 
man stood guard over the conductor,

money and watches. 
Repeated com- 


mands to remain quiet were given 
under threats of instant death. Sev- 
ral women fainted from excitement, 
>ut the robber collector hastily gath- 
ired together such of their valua- 
bles as were readily available. 


CARRIED OK TO HUGO. 


Having ransacked the two sleep- 
ng coaches and dickered with the 
conductor concerning his timepiece, 
hey commanded him to pull the bell 
:ord. 
He obeyed with alacrity, but 


;he train was running so rapidly 
that it could not be slowed down 
easily, and the town of Hugo was 
reached before speed was slackened 
sufficiently to permit them to jump. 
They were evidently experts at the 
train robbing business, for they 
compelled the conductor to leave the 
train first. 


This was a ruse worked to deceive 


any of the passengers who might 
have been waiting for^them. 
If 


this had been the case and revolver 
fire had been opened, the conductor 
would have been the first to be hit, 
through the efforts of the passengers 
or others seeking vengeance. 


After the robbers had dismounted 


they ordered the conductor to return 
to his train and give the signal to 
go ahead. 
This he did, and the 


train moved on and the intruders 
disappeared in the darkness. 


SAVED MONEY AND WATCH. 
Kiss Shaw, of Denver, was a pas- 


senger on the train* and arrived here 
this morning* 
According to the 


story she told her experience must 
have been highly exciting. 


"Everyone was asleep when the 


robbers entered the car," said Miss 
Shaw. 
"Nobody had any knowl- 


edge or intimation even of what was 
transpiring until they were awak- 
ened by the robber*.

derstood his speech until French pa- 
pers put that construction upon it. 
The first time I heard of such, an in- 
terpretation was when I received a 
certain Paris- paper. 
The emperor 


is an emotional man and he may be 
inclined to yield to the impulse of 
the moment, perhaps, but he knows 
how to control himself, and he cer- 
tainly never meant to command his 
soldiers to be merciless. 


"What he did say to them was that 


they should bear in mind that they 
were going to face a desperate foe. 


"Germany feels deeply the assas- 


sination of her minister," Mr* White 
continued. 
"Baron 
Von Ketteler 


was a superior man. 
He was much 


admired and his sad death made a 
deep impression." 


Speaking of the general situation 


in China Ambassador White said 
with enthusiasm: 


"The present conflict means the

Ex-Governor Brown, chief counsel for 
the defense, announced that the de- 
fense will conclude i ts testimony 
probably on Friday, but possibly not 
until Saturday. After that the pros- 
ecution will consume three or four 
days in rebuttal, 


Capt. D. B. Walcut, who had charge 


of the soldiers that were quartered 
in the arsenal at Frankfort prior to 
the assassination 
and who were 


called out immediately after 
the 


tragedy, was the first witness called 
today. 
The troops, he said, were 


placed in the 'arsenal January 4, the 
day the legislature met. 


Captain Walcut stated that it was 


about fifteen minutes after the as- 
sassination when the company was 
called out on duty. 


On cross-examin'ation he said he 


had never seen the state arsenal 
under guard for the same length of 
time. He got his orders, he said, 
from Adjutant General Collier, and 
did not know for what purpose the 
guard was placed there. He said it 
was merely incidental that the sol- 
diers were equipped with side arms 
and equipments and ready for active 
service when Goebel was shot, al- 
though it was not customary for 
them to be equipped inside the ar- 
enal.

Three thousand years ago the He- 


brews were under the dominion of 
the Philistines. 
Then arose, 
per- 


haps, the strangest hardship

Orientalists are George Smith and 
Piazza Smith or Smyth as it is some- 
times written. Never befoie 
nor 


since have such inimitable parodies 
been produced as the poems written 
by the brothers James and Horace 
Smith. Canada is proud of her eru- 
dite Goldwin Smith, always thought- 
ful, always scholarly. 


The only woman who has ever en- 


joyed the distinction of having been 
the wife of one president and the 
mother of another, was in her girl- 
hood Abigail Smith. 
She was the 


iivst of her sex to openly advocate 
suffrage for women* There is an an 
ecdote still related about Abigail 
Smith Adams that shows that her 
wit was as quick as her acumen was 
deep. 
When the future president, 


John Adams, came courting her, he 
found no favor in the sight of h^r 
preacher father. Her sister Mary's 
sweetheart pleased the old gentle- 
man well, however, and was accord- 
ngly often asked to tea — an old New 
England way of showing

FAMOUS LIFE SAVER DEAD. 


San Francisco, Aug. 6.—Capt. Fred- 


erick Jerome, an old time sailor, who 
had the credit of saving over 1,000 
lives during his career, is dead in this 
city. He was born in southern Eng- 
land in 1823. He was presented with 
the freedom of the city of New York 
and an elegant snuff box for saving 
hundreds of lives in the wrecks of 
the Henry Clay and Ocean Monarch 
in the year 1846 and 1848. Captain 
Jerome also saved the lives of the 
captain of the Lucky Star and his 
wife and children, who were wrecked 
on the coast of Formosa in 1862. He 
was especially honored by a present 
from Queen Victoria for his heroism 
in the British channel.

INHERITED DISEASES. 


The question of heredity, or the 


transmission of certain traits or 
physical characteristics from par- 
ents to children, is one that has heen 
much studied, but of which as yet 
too little is known. 


Formerly the inheritance of dis- 


ease was believed in implicitly, by 
physicians as well as laymen, and 
the list of maladies to which chil- 
dren were supposed to be almost in- 
evitably condemned by the accident 
of birth was a very long one* 


Among these hereditary diseases 


**"""'we'w reckoned consumption and 


scrofula, leprosy, gout, rheumatism, 
goitre, cancer, insanity, epilepsy and 
many other nervous affections. 


As we learn 
more about these 


maladies, however, one after another 
of them is removed wholly or in 
part from this category and placed 
among the acquired diseases. 


Undoubtedly some diseases are 


really inherited, but their number 
is certainly not large. 
Many dis- 


eases run in families, but are not on 
that account necessarily hereditary. 


Consumption, for example, was 


only recently regarded as one of the 


- most surely inherited diseases, and 


is still believed by many to be so. 
But we now know that it is a germ 
disease which, while not "catching" 
in the ordinary sense of the word, is 
readily transmitted from the sick to 
the well when the invalid is care- 
less in his habits, especially as re- 
gards expectoration. 
It is also ac- 


quired more readily by those of deli- 
cate constitution than by the robust. 


The children of consumptive par- 


ents are seldom robust, and so are 
predisposed to any of the germ dis- 
eases, and living constantly in a 
house where the germs °* consump- 
tion are necessarily abundant, they 
are very likely to become victims of 
thai disease. 


This is an important fact. 
It 


teaches us that since, as a rule, only 
the predisposition to 
the family 


disease is inherited, and not the dis- 
ease itself, the chances of the young- 
er generation escaping, if proper 
care is used, are very great. 


The bringing up of a child in a 


consumptive family should be of a 
specially hygienic character. 
The 


best of food, floods of fresh air and 
sunlight, not too much study, long 
hours of sleep in a well-ventilated 
room and, as far as possible, avoid- 
ance of exposure to the contagion of 
the family malady-these are the 
weapons by which the malign influ- 
ence of inherited weakness of con- 
stitution may be overcome and many

According- to reports emerj 
ing from Li Hung Chang's lodging 
at Shanghai his baggage is packec 
preparatory to his departure for Pe 
kin, but, it is added, he has appliet 
to the throne for twenty days' sick 
leave. Li Hung. Chang' claims thai 
his representations to the Yang-Tst 
viceroys and Taotai Sheng will be de> 
nonnced by Li Ping Hong, because 
they are friendly to the foreigners.

Correspondents ut Tien Tsin are 


unable to get anything' fresh, though 
a dispatch from Shanghai, dated Au- 
gust 0, avers that the allies nre mak- 
ing slow progress towards Pekin, on 
account of differences 
of 
opinion 


among the generals. 


The American, British and Japr 


anese commanders favor one plan, 
this dispatch afiirms, and the Rus- 
sians, French and Germans favor an- 
other plan. Prince Tuan, it is added, 
seeks to inspirit his army by proc- 
laniTitinn, ordering every foot of the 
road from Tien Tsin to Pekin to he 
disputed. 


All the Chinees troops have recent- 


ly been paid in full and troops, money 
and supplies are going to Pekin from 
the southern provinces. 


It is deemed quite probable by mil- 


itary men in London -tha't the Chi- 
nese will make a fierce fig-lit nt Pekin, 
on a much greater scale than (luring: 
the defense of Tien Tsin. 


A dispatch received at 
the war 


office in St. Petersburg from General 
Grmiekoff, cl.itcrl Klmlsarvosk, Au- 
gust 4, says two squadrons recon- 
noitering near Tech engaged 1,000 
Chinese with two gnus and 250 cav- 
alry. 


After a stubborn fight the Russians 


were reinforced by another squadron 
•witli two guns and defeated the Chi- 
nese, killing 200. The Russian loss 
•was eight men killed and

This dispatch adds that the battle 


n round Aigun was continued August 
3, the Cossacks losing six men killed 
and twenty-five wounded, and driv- 
ing back the Chinese, killing 200 and 
capturing two guns and two flags.

erick Jerome, nn old time sailor, who 
had the. credit of saving' over 1,000 
lives during bis career, is dead in this 
city.

Tin was presented with 
the freedom of the city of New York 
and an elegant snuff box for saving 
hundreds of lives in the wrecks of 
the Henry Clay and Ocean Monarch 
in the year 184H nnd 1848.
